tative of the will of the people. 
The wets contended the vote show- 
ed the state to be overwhelmingly 
in favor of submission. 


The resolution was introduced 


by Representatives Jack Keller of 
Dallas, P. L. Anderson of San An- 
tonio and Julian Harrison of El 
Paso. 
It cited that the national demo- 


cratic party had adopted a plank 
in its platform calling for repeal 
of the amendment-and that Presi- 
dent Hoover recently had stated 
he thought a change should be 
made.

AUSTIN, Aug. 30.—0<P)—Govern- 
or R. S. Sterling's special tax re- 
lief session of the Texas legisla- 
ture convened here today. 


The chief executive's proclama- 
tion ordering the extraordinary 
meeting; was Issued in the midst 
of his campaign for renomination 
in the August Democratic primary. 


Many of the legislators who as- 
sembled here came - freah 
from 
political contests of their own, and 
probably, a majority entered into 
the work as "lame ducks," having 
been defeated for renomination to 
membership In the next legisla- 
ture which convenes in January. 


The governor's call named as 
the primary purpose of the special 
seeslon enactment 
of legislature 
setting aside- a sufficient portion 
of the state highway funds to pay 
interest and principal due this 
year'and in succeeding years on 
bonds issued by counties and road 
districts to construct roads now 
on the state system. 
Other subjects submitted were 
a law to remit interest and pen- 
alties on delinquent taxes provid- 
ed they are paid on or before Jan. 
31, 3933, and amendments to the 
laws governing the 
manner 
In 
which insurance companies 
and 


building and loan concerns shall 
make investments. The insurance 
law changes were proposed to per- 
mit those companies to make in- 
vestments in the stock of the fed- 
eral home loan banks created by 
a recent act of congress, 


Governor Sterling expressed 
a 
hope the legislature could com- 
plete its work and adjourn sooti. 
A time limit of 30 days Is placed 
on special sessions by the consti- 
tution, but the governor said ho 
felt it would not te necessary for 
the legislature to stay here longer 
than a week. 
This' is the third special session 


of 
the 
Forty-second 
legislature. 


The regular session was 120 days 
long. The first called session con- 
sumed the constitutional period of 
30 days, convening: July 14, 103.1, 
and 
adiourniiffc August 12, 1931.
